If ye loved 
Me, ye would rejoyce, becauſe I ſaid, I go unto the Father : 
for-my Father u greater then 1. 
Now there are two things Chriſt moſt eſpecially 
bends himſelf to urge upon them, toleave imprinted 
on their ſpirits at his departure. The one relates te 
Faith, the'other to Obedience : That they would look 
to thetr Faith,and to their Obedience: thatthey would 
belceve on him, and keep his Commandmems. He 
had bid them look totheir Faith in the firſt Verſe of 
this 14 Chap. Beleeve in God, and beleevein me. And 
he had/bid them:look to their Obedience, in a very af- 
feQionate ſtrain of expreſſion, - Verſ.15. 1f yedove re, 
keep wy Commundments. Tt yelove me,do ut. If ye love 
me, ye willdoit. His commands ate ever forcible 
wich us, whomwe entirely -_ He _—_— this 
conlideration, being a'very cloſe one, Verſl. 21,2 3,24.

As the branch cannot bear fruit of it 
ſelf, except it abrae un the Vine: no more can ye, except ye 
abide in me. Secondly,without this ye will be in danger 
of your Souls, nay of a truth ye will miſcarry, Verl.6.. 
If a man abide not in me, he is caſt forth as a branch, -and 
i withered, and men gather them, and caft them into the 
fire, and they are burned. As faith declines, life waſtes, 
and the Soul runs further and further into the danger 
of the fire, which by faith alone is avoyded,. Thirdly, 
Hereby ye may have what ye will. 1f ye abide in me,and. 
»y woxas abide in you, if your faith remain, and your 
obedience alſo, ye ſhall ask what ye will, and it ſhall be done 
»#t0 you. And therefore he bids them alſo look to their 
Obedience, for that was the way both to glorifie God;

loved them from firſt to laſt, having loved them as his 
own with a love ſuitable in ſtrength to the relation, 
having thus loved them unto the very end, what.doth 
he for them'? how doth he ſhew it ? Why he addrefl- 
eth himſelf to the impoſing of this Command in the 
moſt engaging manner that could be, as may be read 
m the following Verſes. + IS 
The others, thatit was juſt afore his paſſion, when he 
was about to do the greateſt a&t of love for them that 
| could be done, (for greater love could no.man ſhew. as 
he tellsthem, Chap.15.13.) and anſwerably had been 
ftrengthening his affe&ions towards them , rhat he 
miglt-do tithe more willingly ; even then, when his 
heart was moſt operative in love towards them, then 
he gives out"this Command, as it is obſerved by this 
Evangeliſt Fohn, Chap.1 3.1. Now before the feaſt of the 
Puſſdrver, when Feſus knewthat his: hour:was come, that he , 
ſhould depart —_ this world unto thei Father, having 
loved his own which were in the world, he loved them usto 
. theend. And Supper being ended, &c. Having 'his 
upon his Paſhon, and his heart upon his Diſciples, Sn 
"whom! hewas to dye, and whom he was now to leave, 
the ftrength of his Soul. works it ſelf out inlove to- 
wards them, and the ftrength of his love thus vents it 
elf, incontriving how he might moſt effecually'im- 
print this Command upon them. Having ſo great 
'things-to ſuffer, :and- his cyc being upon it, for he kew 
that his hour was come, one would haye expected: that 
his thoughts ſhould have been taken up about them; 
2nd ſorhey arc,bur yet not ſo.as to divert him from his 
contrivance:and pm this, which that he ſhould 
-nowbe ſo'buftcand induſtrious abour, it ſhews plainly 
how muchhis heart was in it. Fen 
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2. Forthe manner of his giving out this Command- 
ment, It1s very obſervable, for it was both by example, 
by recept, and accompanied with reaſon backing 

Otn, 

1. It was commended to them by his own example, he 
taught it them-by his own praiſe, which is the moſt 
effectual way of teaching. He would not barely by 
word of mouth iſſue out this Command, but he ſets 
his own pattern firſt before them; He would do it 
himſelt before he would impoſe it on them. And his 
example is very full. For,1, That ſervice of love which 
now he did ſet his, example before them in,viz. waſhing 
the Saints feet, was one of the loweſt ads of ſervice. 
We are all apt to perform honorable acts of ſervice, 
nay perhaps ſome low acts of ſervice to them that are 
far above us in gifts and graces, or to perſons in a.ſick. 
and weak condition: bur to perſons thatare in health, 
and to perſons that are beneath us in degree, love will 
carry very few to perform ſuch an office of: love as 
Chriſt did here : yettheſe Diſciples of Chriſt-were far 
below him in the graces and gifts of the Spirit of God, 
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loved them from firſt to laſt, having loved them as his 
own with a love ſuitable in ſtrength to the relation, 
having thus loved them unto the very end, what.doth 
he for them'? how doth he ſhew it : Why he addref[- 
eth himſelf to the impoſing of this Command in the 
moſt engaging manner that could be, as may be read 
in the following Verſes. PINS 
The other's, thatit was juſt afore his paſſion, when he 
was about to do the greateſt a&t of love for them that 
| could be done, (for greater love could no man ſhe. as 
he tellsthem, Chap.15.13.) and anſwerably had been 
Rregrnmny afteftions towards them , that the 
miglt-doitithe more willingly ; even then, when his 


heart was moſt operative in love towards them, then 
he gives out-this Command, as it is obſerved by this 
Evangeliſt Fohn, Chap. 1 3.1. Now before the feaſt. of the 
Puſſbrver, when Feſus knewthat his. hour-was come, that he 
ſhould depart out f this world unto the: Father, having 


loved his own which were in the world, he loved them unto 
. theend, And Supper being ended, &rc. Having his 
upon his Paſſion, and his heart upon his Diſciples, 9 
"whom he was to dye, and whom he was now to leave, 
the ftrength of his Soul. works it ſelf out inlove to- 
wards them, and the ftrength of his love thus vents it 
(elf, in contriving how he _ moſt effecually'im- 
print this Command upon them. Having ſo great 
'things+o ſuffer, :and-hiscyc being upon it, for he k»ew 
that his hour was come, one would have expe&ed- that 
his thoughts ſhould have been taken up about them; 
-and ſothey are,but yet not ſo.as to divert him from his 
contrivance:and —_— this, which that he ſhould 
-nowbe ſo'buftcand induſtrious abour, it ſhews plainly 
how muchthis heart was in it. fe Ee 
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2. Forthe manner of his giving out this Command- 

- ment, Itis very obſervable, for it was both by example, 
by precept , and accompanied with reaſon» backing 
both. 

I. It was commended to them by his own example, he 
taught it them-by his own praiſe, which is the moſt 
effe&tual way of teaching. He would not barely by 
word of mouth iſſue out this Command, but he ſets 
his own patterz firſt before them; He would do it 
himſelt before he would impoſe it on them, And his 
example is very full. For,1, That ſervice of love which 
now he did ſet his, example before them in,viz. waſhing 
the Saints feet, was one of the loweſt as of ſervice. 
We are all apt to perform honorable acts of ſervice, 
nay perhaps ſome low acts of ſervice to them that are 
far aboye us in gifts and graces, or to perſons in a.fick. 
and weak condition.:. but to perſons thatare in health, 
and to perſons that are beneath us in degree, love will 
carry very few to perform ſuch an office of: love as 
Chriſt did here : yettheſe Diſciples of Chriſt-were far; 
below him in the graces and gifts of the Spirit of God, 
beſides: that preſent relation; wherein.. he ſtood: as .« 
Lord ang Maſter ugto.them. 2. He did itinthe loweſt: 
manner, with-the towel girded abour him, verſ.4. as 
ſervant, they 1itting, and he ſtanding, verſ.12, andin 
a ready manner, for he roſe from the table to do it, and: 
took the towel, and girded himſelf. 3.. He did itto 
F444, who was no Saint, which takes off that great. 
objection which is fo ready to riſe,in mens ſpirits, . viz. 
If 1 knew he were. a Saint 1 could do it, but 1 fear he ts. 
an hypccrite, Why Chriſt did it to. an. hypocrite, to 

; one whom he knew to be an hypocrite. That Fudas.

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night,but the night before,Chap. 13.1. and Chriſt af- 


 rer this gives him the ſop, verſ.26. Laſtly, hedid it, 


not in the meanneſs and lowneſs of his ſpirit, being 
now caſt down with the ſight of that miſery which was 
haſtening upon him ; but with the view and conſfider- 
ation of his own greatneſs, as appears verſ. 3. Feſus 
knowing that the Father had given all things into his 
hands, and that he was come from God, and went to God, 
He riſeth from ſupper,&c. He had not forgot how great 
he was before this Miniſtration, how great he was in 
this Miniftration, and how great he ſhould be immedi- 
ately again, but his eye was fixed upon his glory and 
greatne(s in and from and with God, when he did this

2. There was not only example, but precept added to 
example (and that again and again) and that in a very 
ſwect way, telling them that they ought to do it, and 
that his doing of it, was but to teach them their duty. 
It was not neceſſary for him to do it, only he choſe 
this way of imprinting his inſtruction the better upon

3. He adds a forcible reaſon, that he being theit Lord 
and Maſter, and having made known to them his plea- 
ſure, and that both by his own command and pattern, 
they cannot be excuſed if now they negle& it. Verl.

3. For his vehement preſling of it. He doth not on- 
ly lay it before them, bur he preſſeth it home upon 
T8. 1, He ſhews them that it is their duty, Verſ. 14. 
Ye 0uzht alſo to waſh one anthers feet. 2, He tells them, 
that the meaning of this piece of ſervice in this abaſed 
manner, was to commend it to them ſo cloſely, thar 
they might not avoyd it,or think much of it : Verſ. 15.

Happy are ye if ye learn trom this pattern, it ye take 
out this copy, it ye practiſe the duties of this Eaw of 
Love according to it. © The happineſs of the Diſciples of 
Chriſt, conſiſteth much in knowing and practiſing 4 adu- 
ties of love (even in the mcaneſt offices of it) oe towards 
another, T hus he drives home this duty here. 

_ Heurgeth it again inthis ſame Chap. v. 34. where 
he calleth it a new Commandment, toſet their ſpirits 
more eager upon it, A new Commanament I give unto 
you, And what is this new Commandment ? That ye 
love one another, as I have loved you, that ye alſo love one 
another. He had been telling them of his departure 
from them, and that very affectionately in- the fore- - 
going Verſe, Little children, yet a littlewhile 1 am with 
you. Te ſhall ſeek me,&c, My little children, I muſt leave 
you, Poor ſweet babes, poor little brats, I muſt be 
gone, I cannot ſtay with you : But when I am gone 
remember this Commandment ( ye little think what 
ſweetneſs ye will find in it) that ye love one another with 
the ſame love and after the ſame manner 4s 7 have 
loved you;, performing the ſame ſervices of love with 
the ſame willingneſs and delight.

It is a great priviledg and 
dignity to be known to be a Diſciple to Chriſt, to be 
taken notice of by men as a retainer to Chriſt, as one 
who doth not meerly pretend, bur hath indeed learned 
of him. And love to the Brethren ({uch love as Chriſt 


_ expreſſed) is anunqueſtionable character,a diſtinguiſh- 


ing badg, ſuch as the world cannot but acknowledg to

ing part of the Chapter, as verſ. 14. and 17. I thallnot 
need to make mention of, it being alreidy ſo fully and 

clearly evidenced. Out of the abundance of the hearr, 

out of the yvehemency of his defire in this particular, 

hath his mouth uttered all theſe things. |

1. How Chriſt loved his Saints ? with what kind of 
love? what his love was, and howit went forth to- 
wards them ? and fo we ſhall ſee the rule whereby our 
love is to be ſquared one towards another.

2. Why the heart of Chriſt s ſo much ſet upon this, to 
have his Diſciples thus love one 'another © why of all 
other he maketh this his eſpecial Commandment * 

Touching the former, What the love of Chriſt to 
Saints was ? or how Chriſt loved his Saints ? 

| Love, we know, # that glue which unites things toge- 
ther (or,at leaſt, makes them defire,ſtudy and endeavor 
union) caufing them both to wiſh well and do well one 
for another, according to the nature and degree of it. 
As hatred is that which difſevers things, and makes 
them wiſh ill and do ill one ro another, WY to 
the nature and ſtrength of it: So love, which is 
contrary to it, doth the clean.contrary. What maketh 
Godto hold a kind of union with all his creatures, and 
| to wiſh welltothem, and do good for them,according 
_ totheir ſeveral ranks, but his love to them in its ſeveral 


_ degrees? Iris from Gods love that he provideth ſage 
| or 


for the creatures, but from a further degree of love 


that he provideth Redemption for Man, and from a 
further degree of love yet that he foundeth and faſten- 
eth the Union ( and univerſal Communion) between 
him and his Ele& in Chriſt. 3 

Now to ſearch out this Love, we muſt ſeek both in- 

to the Nature of it,what kind of affection it is;. and in- 
to the grounds of it, whereupon it is faſtened ; as alſo 
into the degree and ſtrength of.it, and into its ſeveral 

attings, and the manner of its actings. . + 
'T. For the nature of it, We khhow (after our manner 
of knowledg) that there is a twofold Love : A natural 
love and a ſupernatural, an earthly and an heavenly. 

The zatural love is that affection which God hath 
put between creatures from ſome ſuitableneſs among 
them. There is an carthly affection which God hath 
placed inthis Earth towards the things of this Earth, 
which as they come all out of the. ſame Earth, ſo they 
are a kin -and bear a natural affection to one another, 
though in this hidden ſtate ( even in the things.of this 
world) both the relation and affection is much un- 
known. There is an univerſal love among all creatures 
(even there where there appeareth an antipathy) from 
ſome general likeneſs, ſurrablencſs and connaturalneſs 
among them : bur. this love is more eſpecially to be 
diſcerned and taken notice of among creatures of the 
fame kind. _ Y |

This love is heightened in man,above all other crea- 
tures, according to the eleyation of his nature, It is a 
ſtamp upon his Soul ſuitable to the nature of his Soul. 


Tr is a kind of more ſpiritual glue in him (as his nature 


is more{piritual, whereas it 1s but a corporcal glue in 


other creatures) a tin&ture whereof ſtill remains,

_c; The ſupernatural love is that which grows in Gods 
own heart, and which he writes with his own finger on 
the hearts of whom he pleaſeth, and in what degree he 
pleaſeth, '-Ir- is: that love of a ſpiritual nature, which 
floweth from God: the--root, into Chriſt the ſpiritual 
man,and fo through him'into all the ſpiritual branches, 
which are ingrafted into: and grow in God and in 
Chriſt. - So that this love muſt needs be of a more ex- 
cellent, -high, pure nature then that which is naturally

Sothere is a natural love in the Soul 
of man, whereby. he:cannot bur love God, 'and every 
thing that is lovely and excellent, (though he cannor 
but alſo hate them in thoſe various diſpenſations and

In this 15 Chapter of this Goſpel of Fohx, Chriſt 
telleth his Diſciples, That if they keep his Command- 
ments, they ſhall abide. in his love: even as he kept his 
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Fathers Commandments ,and abode in his love. find of all 
his Commandments he picks out one prefemtly in the 
12 Verſe following, as1t he would commend if unto 
us as that which will have the moſt eſpecial inflaence 
of all,to keep us in his love, which is this of lovirig one 
another. Now how cometh'Chriſt to pick out this 6f 
all the reſt, but that his Father had fer-hinv ſuch an &- 
ample, he had picked it out for him, it was the mint 
thing he had given him in charge, and the main-thing 
he expected from him,as he intimates mthe 20 Chapr, 
of this Goſpel, ver. 17. Therefore doth my'F ather love 
me, becanſe 1 lay down my W that I might t4ke'it again: 
He had bcen ſpeaking verl.15. of laying down his life 
for the ſheep, from his knowledg of the Farher, from 
his knowledg of the heart and will of the Father.

Andthis is another 
ground why Chriſt loveth his, it is becauſe they are his 
and the Fathers,jit is becauſe of their relation to the Fa-

| 4. There is yeta further ground why Chriſt loveth 
them, which is becauſe of their likeneſs to himſelf and the 
Father ; becaule his image (which is alſo the image o 
the Father) is implanted in them,and ſhall be perfe&ed - 
upon them, _ Te EE 
.:Likeneſ# is the greateſt attractive of love that can be 
(for it moſt naturally draweth it forth.) Likenefs:in 
nature, likeneſs in feature, likeneſs in.diſpofition, &c; 
are ſtrong drawers. Now there is the greateſt likeneſs 
inthe Saints to Chriſt that can be : There is no ſuch 
likeneſs to him any where elſe to be found, and there-! 
fore no ſuch love can go forth from-him any whither 
elſe. They have the ſame nature, the ſame lincaments, 
the ſame courſe, the ſame end with him. They have 
grace ua grace with Chriſt. They are like to him in eve- 
ry-relpe&t ; There is not one thing -admirable-in him, 
. butthere is the likeneſs of it in them. Is hewiſe,' holy, 
full of: faith, love, all ſpiritual wiſdom and excellency ?.

why they bave not only a ſhare intheſe, bur they have 

alſo a copy of them writ on their own hearts. Did he 
deſcend, ſuffer, dye ? &c, They follow him in the ſame 
ſteps, they take the ſame courſe with him, and are 
changed and perte&ed by him through theſe, after the 
ſame manner as he was changed and perfected by his 
Father ( who made him perfe&? through ſufferings ) 
2 Cor. 3.18. ſo that every day they grow more like 
him. It is no marvel therefore if Chriſt love them 
fo, how can he chute, they being already fo far in, and 
growing {o continually turther and further into his 
likeneſs ?

III. For the degree and ſtrength of it, itis the great- 
eſt that can be. © Itis not only the moſt excellent kind 
of love, bur it is adyanced and drawn forth likewiſe to 
the utmoſt kind of degree. He loyeth them with all bes 
heart, and with all his foul, Greater love there cannot be 
then Chriſts,nor can love go out with greater ſtrength: 
And therefore Chriſt when he would expreſs hoy he 
would have us love our brethren to the utmoſt degree 
of our love(of that love God hath placed in us)'he bids 
us love one another as he hath loved us. +. 
The ſtrength of Chriſts love to his appears in theſe 
three things. In his wiſhing well to them, in his defire 
of union with them, in his readineſs to.do-any-thing for 
them. According to the degree and ſtrength of theſe,

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is the degree and ſtrength of loye. For theſe as they 
flow from love, ſo they riſe in height, life and vigor ac- 
cordingtothe degree and ſtrength of love. 
1. The ſtrength of Cliriſts love appeareth' z# h7s 
wiſtiag well unto them, Weever with good to the party 
we love,according to the degree of love we bear them: 
Wow Chriſt wiſheth to his the greateſt good:thar can” 
be. Took whatever is good for thent in this world, 
what ever is good for them 'in the other world, he 
wiſheth unto them in the fulleſt manner and meaſure. - 
There are three things chiefly good for his i» this 
world, in that ſtation wherein they ſtand, and in that 
courſe which they are to run here, which are theſe. 
Preſervation from the evil of the world, Communion with 
their God, and-to joy in God through him. (Lead us not 


. intotemptation, but deliver us from evil, It is good for 


me to draw nigh to God. Rejoyce evermore.) And all theſe 
he wiſheth-to his yery heartily and fully. 
See how vehemently: he nrgerh that requeſt, that 
God: would preferve th mm from the evil of the world, 
Foh.x7, He urgeth it ſo far, that he is fain to:make an 
apology for it, that itwas notſo-muchiin reference to 
tim; as-to then and their ſtate ; it was not ſomuch to 
draw the thing down from/him, as: to draw -up their 
hearts to beleeve the certain deſcent of ir, Verf. r3. 
. Then for Communion with God, He did not only be- 
giri it, but he hath taken all ways to preſerve & increaſe 


it. He hath lay the foundation of it between them; he 

hath centred them into it, and hath appointed Ordinan- 

ces for the exercife and continuation of it, that therein 

God and they might ſtill be meeting.

This is that he hath undertaken to bring-then 
to incternal life, or this is that eternal life which he is 
fitting them for, and will not fail to bring them into, 
viz, the enjoying God in perfection, the perfe&enjoy- 
ing of a perfe& God, to enjoy God as he himſelf doth, 
which is as much and -as fully as he can be enjoyed : 
They muſt be fellow-heirs, have the ſame nheritance 
with him, the ſame Kingdom, the ſame Crown, the ſame 
Life, the ſame Glory, the ſame Immortality, punctuall 
the very ſame inheritance, which inheritance God, 
for he-is the ſole poxtion of Chriſt and of all his people. 
And then ſhall Chriſt ſee-of thetravel of his Soul and be 
fatisfied in and concerning his ſeed, when he hath per- 
fealy redeemed them, and layd them'in the boſom of | 
God,to fuck in and enjoy all that is to be enjoyed there: 
when he hath firted their hearts to receive God, even 
the fulncſs of God, and hath ſeen the fulneſs of God 
poured out into their hearts, and doth himſelf taſte-and 
enjoy it there.

And 
again; Verſ.26, That the love wherewith thok haſt loved 
me,may be in them,and 1 in them. He cannot be ſatisfied, 
only to have them lie in his heart ( though tharliketh 
him very well,) but he muſt alſo lie in their heart. He 
muſt have the ſame place in them, that he giveth them 
in himſelf. As he prepates a boſom for them, ſo he can-

4. Neither will all this ſerve, butthat nothing might.

As he placeth 
all that they ſhall need or can deſire of God, he placeth 
all this in himſelf, that they ſhall not need to ſeek for - 
any thing out of him : So he placeth all that he can de-.

This is 
the great Myſtery, the Myſtery of that piritual affetti- 
on which is between Chriſt and the Church , They for-

| where,in nothing of God, but in one another. Epheſ.5. 
31. For this cauſe ſhall a man leave his father and mother, 
and cleave to his wife, and they two ſhall be one fleſh. This 
is a very myſterious thing: That a man ſhould feave 
that tye and relation which is natural, to make up ano- 
ther which is artificial ; That a man ſhould looſen him- 
ſelf from that which is neareſt to him, to unite himſelf 
to that which is far off from him ; That a man ſhould 
leave his own father who begat him, and his mother 
which bare him, and go caſt all his loye upon a wife 
which was a meer.ſtranger to him.

- IV. For the adtines of his love, wherein botitthe 
nature and ſtrength of it will yet further appear, they 
are wonderful great and ſtrange, and that if we conſi- 
der them cither in the varieties of his conditions, 'or in 
the yaricties of their conditions, for he is ſtill the fame 
in both, How everhis tate or heart was changed by 
. the power of his condition, yet it was never changed to-

Then was Tby him, &c, rejoycing in the 
habitable part of his Earth, and my delights were with the 
ſons of men, This he did notwithſtanding he was then 
in Heaven, drowned in glory there, and knew ſhe was 
to be found by him in this miſerable corrupted world, 
and in a moſt corrupt and miſerable condition in it, yet 
the ſight of his Spouſe is of ſuch vertue with him, that 
notwithſtanding this diſadvantage,it can adminiſter jo

be patterns of his aftings towards all his Saints, tothe 


worlds end; who themſelves were types of what his 
Saints would be, and his acings towards them were 
types of what he would a& towards his Saints, which 
is not again to be done outwardly, but is continually 
done by him inwardly in and towards his. Now con- 
ſider what theſe were, and how he behaved himſelf to- 
wards them. . They were men full of weakneff, full of 
darkneſs,full of paſſ7ons,full of pride, often ſtriving who 
ſhould be greateſt, expecting fleſhly pomp and advan- 
rage by him, much failing in love to him, ( what, zot 
watch with me one hour ?) inſo much as they left him 
when he had moſt need of them, they hid themfelyes 
from him, they denyed him, they feared a little re- 
proach or danger for his fake, wlio feared nothing for 
theirs: And yet how tender was he of them continu- 
ally, not upbraiding them for their unkindneffes, nor 


neglecting any a& of kindneſs towards them. After 


his Reſurre@ton he ftayeth forty days from glory for 
their fakes, ro ſatisfic them about his Reſurred&tion, and 
his love to them, and to give them full inſtruQions a- 
bour the ordering of his Kingdom here on Earth, 
wherein their ſafety, peace and comfort lay. | 
And now he isin Heaven, he ſpends his whole time 
for them. He is taking up till there what belongs to 
them. He is keeping all ſurmiſes from the heart of + - 
God, and daſhing all -pleas which the Devil craftil 
and malicioully is ſtill entering in againſt them. He 1s 
ſuing out warrants from God to have dayly beftowed 
upon them what grace can do for them for the beſt, ac- 
cording to their conditions: And he fends his beſt

friend, the Spirit, out of his own boſom to bring him 
news how it fares with them, and to look to their hearts 
while they are in this world, and to be dayly working 
them up to blefledneſs. And, methinks, I hear Chriſt 
eyerand anon renewing his charge, as he ſends him , 
Go, look tomy little ones, ſee they want nothing that thou 
canſt do for tom :.

them with. Go and bear with their unkind atings towards 
thee, Conſider where they are, conſider what they are, conſi- 
der what they ſuffer, and deal gently with them for my ſake, 
and what affronts they put upon thee, or what injuries they 
offer thee, I will make up to thee, as I have already done un- 
ro my Father. 

2, Look on the attings of his love towards them under 
the variety of their conditions. |

2%, 1ntheir converted eſtate, and their ſeveral turns and 
changes there. In all their fiokieſſes, in all rheir relapſes, 
in allthewiſeries which befall them by their owntoly 
ly, in alltheir fnful a#;ngs againſt God, in all rneir 
unkind aftings towards him, inthe midſt (which gore 

molt. 


moſt to his heart) of their grieving of hs holy Spirit, 
when they are ſtubborn” and rebellious, and a& moſt 
unthankfully, when they will not truſt him, nor by no 
means be perfivaded of the love he beareth towards 
them, bur are interpreting that ill which he intended 
well, ſtriving againſt all the good which he is doing 
them, and doing that moſt eagerly which his Soul moſt 
abhorreth in them, yet then, cven then is he doing for 
them the beſt offices of love which poſſibly can be 
done. As they then moſt need the care, love and ten- 
derneſs of Chriſt, ſo he will be ſure then to lay it out | 
for them. And when art any time he worketh in them, 

by his own Spirit, what is pleaſing in his eyes, he attri- 
buteth it to them, and accepteth ir from them, as if it 
were their own. Indeed they do nothing, not ſo much 
as think a good thought of themſelves, bur he doth all 
in them, and yer he attributeth all ro them. IF he pur it 
into their hearts, and enable them to feed or clothe:any 
of his, he ſetteth it upon their account, and upon an 
nigh account too, . even as their feeding and clothing of 
him. He thinks no ill of them, he interprets every thing 
inthe beſt kind concerning them, He loves them ſo. as 
nothing in them or from them can mitigate his affe&i- 
on to them, or hinder him from doing the utmoſt he 
can for their good, He takes occaſion from all their un- 
lovelineſs to ſtir up his heart to as of love towards - 
them ſuitable to that their ſtate, but never to decline 
thereby from them, Here is love indeed. Ir would be 
t00 tedious to inſtance in the ſeveral acts in the ſeveral 
kinds of it, as in Wh in care, in bounty, in delight,&Cc. 
wherein the high and noble ſtrain of his love doth on. 
every occaſion put forth it ſelf, Let it ſuffice therefore 

to have given a little touch at it,

V. For the manner of his acting love, Love acteth in 


 himthis fourfold way, or he performeth the acts of 


love after this fourfold manner, Primarily, Purely, Suit- 
ably, and Fervently. 

I, Primarily, He is firſt in love,and firſt in every a& 
of love. What he ſpeaketh of that one a of loye,visz. 
of Election, Joh.15.16. Te have not choſen me,but I have 
choſen you, he was firſt in it, is true of every at elſe. He 
doth not ſtay tor acts of love from us, before he per- 
formeth acts of love to us, 'but we love him becauſe he 
loved us firſt, and we perform acts of love to him, be- 
cauſe we firſt learned them of him. :As Chriſt learned 
his love of the Father, ſo we learn our-love of Chriſt. 
Yea before we can perform any act. of love to him, 
there muſt ſeveral acts of love go forth from him to- 
wards us : he muſt both give us the grace, and quicken 
it, and draw it forth whenſoever we a& any thing with 

affeion towards him. They are not our prayers that 
move him, but his love is before them, ( and yet what 
can move him more 2 ) bur it is his love, the ſpirit of 
his love from and according to his love, that teacheth, 
| guideth and enabjeth us to pray. - __ 73. 
2. Purely, not with by-ams or by-ends concerning 
himſelf, bur as he loves with pure affeion, ſo he loves 
in a pure manner. As his love is ſpiritual love,ſo it acts 
ſp;itually, it hath no by-ends, no by-ways, bur all its 
motions are like it ſelf. Its purity diſcovereth it ſelf in 
theſe three reſpes.  ... w_ 
I. Itwill do nothing to diſhonour God through loye 
tothem. Though Chriſt loye them unſpeakably, ex- 
ceedingly deſiring, their happineſs and his enjayment 
of them, yet he will not intrench upon;God in the leaft, 
incfleing of it. Lo 7 come, 1 delight to do thy will, 0 m) 
ef G ES. 


God. And again, I do always the things which pleaſe him. 
And when he ſpeaks of having finiſhed his courfe, F#4. 
17. 1 have glorified thy Name, ſaith he, Though he was 
always full of affe&tion of ſtrength to them, and did 
every thing in great love to them, yet it never carried 
him afide trom the honour of his Fathers Name. 
2, It will negle& nothing that may be for their good, 
though it never ſo muck offend them. If they want « 
chiding, if they want reprosf, if they want rods, yea if 
they want {corp1ons, they ſhall have them: And if they 
grow froward and cry out, Chriſt doth not love me, 
for if hedid he could not thus deal with me, all this 
ſhall not ſave them, but he will laſh. and ſting them-ſo 
much the more, not out of ill will or paſſion, but be- 
cauſe the condition of their froward ſpirits requireth ſo- 
much the more, which cannot ( as the ſtate ſtands) be 
abated without prejudice. Chriſt doth not love them 
with a doting love, to let them ſee nothing but whar 
they will call ads of loye, but he will dothat which he 
knoweth to be an act of love, however they inter- 
4 It will do. nothing which. may be. for their hurt. 
Though they are; apr to nouriſh humors, yer Chriſt 
will never be drawn, through his love to them,;to nou- 
riſh thoſe lumors. Hence tt is that the. Soul thongh' it 
beg never fo hard for ſome one mercy, 'and that a ſpi- 
ritual mercy, uſing all its intereſt in Chriſt to-obrain ir, 
yet (in ſome caſes) it can by no means come neer it, bur 
the mercy doth as it were run the further from him, b 
how much the more he ſecketh ir. This proceedeth. 
from the purity of the love of Chriſt, whoknowerh 
what condition/they are-in, and how ill this-mercy 
would ſuit them jn their preſent condition. —

{o,as:their need requireth. Sometimes he putteth forth 
acts of pity, ſometimes acts of help, ſometimes acts of 
delight : Not all at all times, but what our preſent eſtate 
and every thing conſidered together doth call for. The 
not underſtanding of this cauſeth Chriſtians ſo often to 
queſtion the love of Chriſt towards them : If he be nor 
continually putting forth acs of- delight in them, and 
giving teſtimonies of ſweetneſs to them, they are apt to 
think that his love at leaſt declines ; whereas there are 
heart-workings of love in Chriſt which.they cannot 
gon (but only know by faith that they muſt needs 
) nor is it fit that they ſhould perceive them, in the 

_ condition that they ſometimes are in: Bur as Chriſt 
hath revealed his love to be ever conſtant and ſtrong + 
to them, ſo they ſhould ever beleeve it to be ſo; and it 
is the glory of taith ſo to judg of ir, when as nothing of 
it appears in the view of ſenſe. To what end hath God 
given them faith, if they notwithſtanding eſteem of 
things by and according to ſenfe * But, what ever con- 
dition they arc in, though Chriſts love may not difcc- 
ver it ſelf to them in the way they expect and defire, 
yet it always gocth forth in the moſt ſuitable way. *

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all their miſeries he s not only pitying them, but bearing 
them company ; He bears their burdens with them, he

4. Fervently, He performeth every a& of love in a 
warm manner; He burneth, his heart boileth in every 
act of love. As his love is ſtrong, ſo he performeth 
every a& of love with the ſtrength of it. His bowels 
yern and roul within him, when he pities, He helpeth 
with all his might : He vehemently gaſpeth after union 
with them, and enjoyment of 'them : He delighteth in 
them with his whole heart and with all his Soul, His 
heart leapeth within him .in acts of delight; He never 
exprefleth more to them then is in his heart, nay he ne- 
ver expreſleth ſo much, he letteth them only tee what 
is profitable for them to ſee, This is the manner of the 
ating of Chriſts love. And thus we ſee the love of 
Chriſt, after a ſort, in a weak dark manner, opened. 

Behold then the Rule ye are to ſet before you, the 
Copy which # are to-write after in loving one another. 
Thus hath Chriſt loved his, and thus are they who are 
Chriſts to love one another, which to imprintthe better 
I ſhall a little briefly recite, as 

I, With a.love of this nature ; not with carnal love, 
but with ſpiritual love 3; not with the love of your own 
_ old nature, but.withthe loye of the new nature ; not 
with your own natural affe&ion which ye have from 
Adam, but with that new affeion which God hath gi- 
ven you from and in Chriſt, 

2. Upon ſuch grounds. Not for the lovelineſs of - 
their perſons, the {weetneſs of their diſpoſition and car- 
riage,or their kindneſs to you or yours;&c. Alas,theſe 
are too carnal grounds for that love, which is truly ſpt- 
ritual, to move upon-: Theſe may move your natural. 
afte&ions, ( and thoſe indeed ſuch kind of things as 
theſe ſhould move,). but the love, which is here called 
for, is ſpiritual, and ſo muſt the grounds be, even 
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ſuch as Chriſts own love moveth upon, as 

The Fathers love to them, and Chriſts love to them, If 
thou partakeſt of the divine nature, and haſt the ſame 
love with the Father and with Chriſt,let it follow them 


in ating. Love what they love, and love becauſe 
they love. | 


The Fathers will and Chriſts will, that thou ſhouldſt 
lovethem. - Letthat Will which isthe Former of thy 
love bethe guide and ground of thy love. He 

Their relation to the Father and. to Chriſt, yea and to 
thee too inthe Spirit and Body of Chriſt, &s thy love 
is ſpiritual, ſo thou mayft found it upon thy ſpiritual 


relation. 


Their likeneſs to the Father and to Chriſt, yea and to 
thy ſelf roo in that which is beſt in thee. 

If thy love be not ſpiritual, and faſtened upon ſpiri- 
tual grounds, it will not laſt. If thou loveſt them for 
{ſweetneſs of diſpoſition,nay for the gifts of God which 
appear in them ; when theſe ſhall at any time fail, thy 
love wanting its ground-work, will alfo fail : bur if it 
be well-founded, itwill then be as firm and as full as 
ever, when all ſuch conſiderations and motives fink 
trom under it. O take heed of loving Saints for gifts, 
not for meer grace z or for the outward lively aftings 
on grace, not for the inward ſubſtance of grace intheir

3. With ſuch ſtrength of love. Come as neer the 
degree of Chrifts love towards them, as thou canfſt. Let 
thy well-wiſhes be large towards them, (be ever pray- 
ing for them,)thy defire of union and communion with 
them ſtr6ng,thy readineſs to do them good(even tothe 
laying down of thy life for them) grear. 

4+. Let the actings of thy loye remain-yigorous: to-

wards them in all the varieties of thy conditions, and in 
all the varieties of their conditions. We are very unlike 
Chrift in this reſpe&, Our own conditions ſeldom 
change, our brethrens conditions ſeldom change, bur 
our love varieth towards them. 
5. Loveinſuch a manner as Chriſt did. Be firſt ix 
love; Aim ata precedency in all the acts of love, who 
ſhall firſt pity, and who ſhall firſt pardon, 8c. Do not 
ſtay for the workings of their affections to meaſure or 
let out thine by, ( this is a rule corrupt nature hath ſer 
UP, not grace, but kindle and inflame theirs by 
thine.

Love one another with a 
pure heart. Never diſhonor God, never do any thing 
which may hurtthem, by any ac of love. Never for- 
bear doing them good for fear of crofling them. Croſs 
them as mueh as thou wilt, ſo thou manage it with wiſ- 
dom and tenderneſs proportionable for their. good. 
Let all thy oppoſitions againſt them appear to be the - 
oppoſitions of love, formed by love, brought forth 
with love, and only continued in-love. Sweet and 
wholeſom are thoſe wounds which love meaſures

__ Anda@love _ When they are in diſtreſs, pity 
them : When thou ſeeſt them heavy loaden, help to 
bear their burden with them, Bear ye one anothers ©. 
dens, and ſo _ the Law T Chriſt, (this is a great part 
_ of the Law-of this Love, whichis Clriſts Law, which 
is his Commandment, the bearing of one anothers 
weights and preſfures, whether of fin or ſorrow.) 
W herein they are over-layd bear for them, wherein 
they are weak bear with them,condeſcend to their low- 


neſs, to their ſhallowneſs, in the things of God ; what

is above their ſtrength do.not admit them unto by no 
means, how.angry {ocver they may be thereupon ; him 
that i weak in the faith receive, but .not to doubtful diſp u- 
zations,not to the judging and diſcerning of ſuch things 
as require a greater ſtrength of eye-fight then is dif- 
_ penſed to him, Where thou ſeeſt their hearts a& plain- 
ly towards God, expreſs delight in them, but take heed 
of manifeſting delight in them when they are ſtubborn . 
to Chriſt : for thou art not left at liberty to act love to 
them as thou ſhalt think good, but in a way ſuitable to 
their conditions. When thou ſeeſt the fleſh prevail in 
them, thou muſt warn and check them, and complain 
to the Church of them if need be. Thou ſhalt not hate 
thy brother in thine heart : thou ſhalt in any wiſe rebuke thy 
neighbor, and not ſuffer ſin upon him, Levit.1g, 17. $0 
when thy brother offends thee, thou art firſt to tell him 
of his fault. between him and thee, then to rake two or 
three with thee, and ar laſt to acquaint the Church with 
it, Mat.18. This is not to be done ſimply to get thy ſelf 
righted, but.rather in love to thy brother, for the good 
of whoſe Soul { as yell as for the peace and ſafety of 
the Church). this Ordinance is appointed. Bur there is 
a vaſt difference between theſe things being done from 
the truth and purity of love, and from a fleſhly ſelfiſh 
ſpirit, the one ſeeking its brother, the other it (elf in 

theſe things. SO ac. 
Ac love alſo fervently, Let love burn within,and let 
all the motions and operations of it come forth boiling 
hot. Pity fervently, pray fervently for them, put forth 

thy helping hand with ardency of affeQion. Let there 

be ſuch an heat in the ſpirit as may. cauſe the.whole 
courſe of love ſweetly and warmly to flow, fromthe 
new nature, that the motions and operations of it may 
not: 
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not come unkindly and coldly forced out of the old 
nature, 1s any affiiited,and I burn not ? ſaith Paul : and

Laſtly, Be ſure thou let nothing in or from them mi- 
tigate thine affections towards them. It may mitigate 
_ thy expreſſions in ſome kinds, but it may not dull 
thine at: aions, but whet and ſharpen them to fit them 
for that which is now proper for them. Though thy 
brother treſpaſs againſt thee, thou muſt not be proyo- 
ked by him, bur forgive him till ſeventy times ſeven 
times. Seventy times {even times treſpals of thy bro- 
ther againſt thee, muſt not put thee our of a forgiving 
temper towards him, but thou mult be as ready, nay 
more ready to forgive, then he can be prone to offend. 
Thou ker” not ſay tis careleſineſs or obſtinacy. in him, 


or he gut have avoyded it if he would, nonor at his 


ſeventy {eventh time of his treſpaſſing againſt thee, -but 
thou ſhouldſt be as ready-to forgive-him as thou waſt 

or couldſt be the firſt time. We ſhould not be mur- 
muring againſt any miſcarriages of our brethren, bur 
bleſs « ol who hath taught us and given us grace to pi--:

whereof he affirmeth to be love, 1 Cor.1 3.13.) there- 
fore the atings of loye muſt needs be the moſt excel- 
tentof all #Rings., That grace'which is of the moſt ex- 
cellent nature, and which hath the ſtrongeſt influence 
into all the work we are to do for God, ts love; and 
anſwerably the a&ings of love have the moſt rioble and 
hvedy operations inthem. Ir is both rhe moſt quicken- 
ing and moſt mortifying grace, having lcaft of ſelf, 
moſt of God in it.. Faith gocth ont much tor (elf (for 
its ownfafery and falyation, for the ſupply of its own 
wants) but love always for another. Andmn loving one 
anorher,the cleareft; pureſt and excellemeſt ats of o_ 
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do ſhoot forth ; becauſe F44 often appeareth thatin 
this obje&t which would take away or at leaſt ſtop love 
inits current, if it were not very clear, pure and excel- 
lent. There are always i»firmities there at leaſt, if not 
corruptions,and perhaps unkind actings towards us alſo, 
which have. too. too much influence upon the beſt in 
damping thcir love. God is ſuch an object of love,that 
even the cyec of Nature ſeeth lovelineſs in him, and call- 
eth for love towards him, and that ſo ſtrongly, that it 
 hideth the natural enmity that is in men againſt him 
from their own eyes,in-ſo much as they think they love 
him,and cannot bur love him, though 1n truth they hate 
him : bur as for the Saints, there are abundance of un- 
lovely things in them, hardly any thing lovely but the 
orace of Chriſt, and commonly that alſo covered with

True Religion eats out the | 
life and ſtrength of man, bringing forth a life of ano- 
ther nature 53 but where is there any Religion. now 
which. floweth out from the nature of man, which 
would eafily be acknowledged, were the nature of man 
rightly meaſured and underſtood 2 We have indeed a 
great deal of humane knowledg of the things of God, a 
great many fleſhly fabricks, but who can produce one 
{piritual building 9 The beſt ſymptomes that I find of 
Religion, are its ſickneſs, its languithing, That which 
flouriſheth and boaſteth it ſelf {fo much, ſayoreth too 
ſtrongly of the fleſh to pals for curranr. 

Bur alas, who #4 truly ſick! We want a Phyſiciay, 
but who is prepared for the. Phyſician ! what work 
were there as yet for him-, ſhould he come but to 
wound, for who among the wounded hath his wound 
upon him © 

I donotdelight to afflict the ſpirits of men: bur TI 
confels it much grieves me to-ſce. them ſo greedily run 
after vanity,: kindling ſuch ſparks, and walking inthe 
light of ſuch a fire, as ſerves only to lull'themſelves a- 
ſleep at preſent with, but will not ſecure them from the 
bed of abiding ſorrow. Read thar place, 1ſ/.50.11. 
Behold all ye that kindle a fire, that compaſs your ſelves a- 
bout with ſparks : Walk in the light of your 7 = and in the 
ſp arks:that ye have kindled, This hall ye have of mine hand, 
ye ſball lie down in ſorrow. I am aſſured in my Soul that 
the Religion abroad will not ſaye men; that under 
their profeſſions and practiſes of holinels there is a root 
of wickedneſs which muſt to Hell, and they in whom it 
is found. It is not all the knowledg of Chriſt, nor faith |

norlove, nor all the exerciſes of Religion of the com- 

mon kind, that will ſave ; but a new life, a new ſpitir, 
2 renewed nature, which is a rarer thing then we com- 
monly think for.

A ND that is, Whateyer is not of God, whateyer the cie (which 
loves the world ) luſts after; whateyer the fleſh takes delight in, and 
whateyer ſtands in reſpe@of perſons , (as faith the Scripture) the luſk 
of the-gie, the luſt of the fleſh, the Joe life, theſe are notof God; 
and whatever the god of this world hath begot in. mens heasts to pra- 
Rice or to plead for, which God did not place there, all chis the 
Lamb and his Followers wars againſt, which is at enmity with it both 
in themſelves, and where-ever they {F< it ; for inthe work of God a-; 
fone is bis K ingdom; and all other works will he deftroy. '$o their wars 
is not againſt creatures , they wreſtle not with fleſh.and blgod which 
God hath made, but with ſpiritual wickedneſle, exalted in the hearts of 
men and women , where God alone ſhould be ,.and pleaded for ,. by, 
which they becomg enemies to God,and their ſouls are deftroyed: In- 
deed, their war is againſt the whole work and device of the god of thjs, 
world, his Laws, bis Cuſtoms , his Faſhions, his Inventions, and, all 
which are to add to, or take from the work of God, which was in the 
beginning, this is all enmitie againſt the Lamb and his followers, who 
are entered into the. Covenantwhich was 1n the beginning, and theze- 
fore np wonder why they are hated of the god of this world , and his 
ſubjefts,.wbo comes to ſpoil him of all aronce,& to-deftroy the whole 
bodie of finne, the foundation and ftreggth of his Kingdome, and to 
take the Government to himſelf, that, God may wholiic rule in tbe 
heart of man, and man whollie live in the work of God.

A® as they war not againſt mens perſons , ſo their Weapons are 
net carnal , \norhurtful to anie of the Creation; for the Lamb 
comes not to deftroy mens lives, not the work of God; and therefore act 
his appearance in hisſubjeCts,he puts ſpiritual weapons into their hearts 
and hands'; Their Armoris the Light; their (word the ſpirit of the Fa- 
ther and the- Son; their Shield is Faith and Patience 3 their pathes are 
prepared with the Geſpel of peace, and good will towards all the Crea- 
tion of God:Their Breſt-plare is righteouſnefle and holinefle to God; 
their minds are girt with godlinefie, and they are covered with falyati- 
on, and they are taught with truth. And thus the Lamb in them, and 
they inhim, goes outin Jag_— and righteouſneſs to make war with 
his enemies, conquering and to conquer,not'as the prince of this world 
in his ſubjeas!, with whips, and priſons, togrtures, and torments 
on the bodies of creatures, to kill/and deſtroy mens lives., who: 
are deceiyed, and ſo become his enemies; but he goes forth. in the pow- 
er of the ſpirit with the word of truth, to aſſo judgement upon the 
head of the (ſerpent, which dothdeceive and beyitch the world,and co- 
vers his own with his loye, whileſt he kindles coles of fire on the head 
of his enemies; for with the ſpirit of judgement, and with the ſpirit of 
burning will- he plead with his enemies ; and having kindled the fire, 
and awakened the creature, and broken their peace and reſt in fin, hee 
waits in paticnce to preyail to recoyer the creature, and ſlay the enmi- 
tie by ſuffering all the rage, and envie, and evil entreatings, that the c- 
vil ſpirit that rules inthe creature, can caſt upon him,zand he receives it 
all with mecknefſe and pitic to the creature; returning love for hatred, 
reſtling with God againſtthe enmity,with prayers and tears night and 
daic, with fafting, mourning, and lamentation, in patiencezin faithful- 
nefſe, in truth, in love unfeigned,in long-fuſfcring, and in all the fruits 
of theſpirit, that if by any means he may overcome evi! with good, 
andby this his light in the ſight of the creature, that the eie may come 
to be opened, which .the "god of this world hath blinded, that fo the 
creaturemight ſee what it 1s he thus hates, and what fruits he himſelſe 
brings ſorth, that the creature may be convincedzhe is no deceiyer, but

Goſpel that main- 
"taines them and pets them favour with the people, nor doth it defend 
them, + but it is the command and warrant of the Magiſtrate which doth 
all this: fo when the Magiſtrates ceaſeth 'to approve them, to maia-. 
tain them, and defend them, they muſt utterly fall into miſery, and can 
neither be aproved,maintained or defended any other way : for becauſe of 
this their wickedneſs,God hath left chem;$&all honeſt true hearted people. 
hath lefr.them :' therefore what a condition are the teachers in, who de-

them : for this hire which Chriſt allowes to the labourers, is bue to remain 
inthe ſame houſe in which they enter, eating and. drinking . ſuch - things as they 
give them ; with ſuch who were worthy they were to remain, - and to eate that 
which was ſet before them.* and they laboured truly, and traveled up and 
down, and were truly worthy of meat for their work and of chis hire for 

their labor 3 bor this wakes nothing. ſor the lawfulneſs of ſo-many pounds 
a year ata certain place? this is more then eating ar a honſe which 1s wor- 
thy, to bargain with people for ſo. mucha year, and compelling people 
to pay by a Law, that dofdenie; Chriſt never inſtitrted ſuch apractice, 
neither can it be truly faid that theſe called Miniſters do labour as the Mi- 

. niſters of Chriſt did 3 and £0 this ſcripture is but wreſted by them, when 
they bring it for proof of their praftice for their hundred pounds a year,

to ſuffice nature, with ſuch who are Wo ; fo this Scripture makes not 
for their 'turne, nor dothit juſtifie their practices. 
_ Again, they objed againft and charge the words of Paul, who aid, 
He that preacheth the Goſpel ſhall live on the Goſpel, and that it was a ſm 1at- 
rey to reap carnal things from-them unto whom they ſowed ſpiritual! things ; but 
this Scnptnre makesnot for them, for as I have faid, its not the preach- 
ing of the Goſpel chat maigraines them ; bur the Magiſtrates with their 
Law that compels maintenance from the people; and this is nat to live on 
rhe Goſpel : for we allow as Paul did, that they,which preach the Gcſpel 
ſhould live on the Goſpel \ therefore let the Maviftrates ceaſe with their 
power to cauſe people to pay them, and let all the world ſee if their Gof- 
- pel will maintaine them z and ler them reap their carnal things from them 
where they fow ſpiritual; bur they muſt reap as a free gift too,and not by 
compulſion, for ſo the Apoſile fignifies; it is a fmall matter for any to reap 
carnal things where they ſow ſpirituallthings, yer whar is this to prove the 
lawfulnefle of bargaining with people for ſo much by the year, as theſe 
reachers of England do, many of them,and wil not preach except they have 
ſo much promiſed rhemjbefore 3 for it is right toreap after ſowing, but it is 
a trangreſfion to-bargain to reap before they ſow: and rheſe ſcriprures will 
not hide them nor defend them in their-praRicez for if the Magiſtrates did 
not compel from people maintenance by a Law, the Prieſts of this age 
would reap but little from any thing rhat they fow3for there's little love in 
the hearts of ipecple towards them. Alſo rhey objet, He that plants a 
Vineyard, may eat of the fruit thereof 3 and-he that keeps a flock, may eat of the 
milk of the fock? this Paul ſaid though he would not make uſe of his power 
Herein, but wrought with kis hands, that the Goſpel might nor be 
chargeable z bur what rigged: have the teachers of England planted ? 
or what flocks do they keep? their vineyards proves not tender grapes, but 
wild ſowr grapes.3 wild vines, and nor vines to bring forth acceptable 
fraits3 and their flocks proves not'flocks of ſheepz. but wild. rude peo- 
ple who are inthe nature of wolves, and Lyonsz and if the Magiſtrates 
Law were not; their vineyard nor the flock would hardly yeeld them any 
maintenance; the Apoſtles planted firſt a vineyard, and gathered the 
ſheep, before they reaped or eat any of the fruits, but the teachers of Eng- 
land differ from them in this, for they know what they muſt have before 
| they plant, or before they feed their flock, and differs from the Apoſiles 
pra&ice who firſt ptanted a vineyard, and gathered a flock before they 
could receive any crop 3 and they would not then uſe their power, but kept 
the Goſpel of Chriſt without. charge .ſo that this ſcripture will not prove 
the Prieſts ations lawful, in preaching for ſums of monte : and fome os 
ther Scriptures they bring to prove the lawfulneſſe of their preaching for 
hire, which may all be anſwered as theſe are, and whatſoever they can 
obje& will not juſtific them for their reaping carnal things, and their hire; - 
and their eating of the milk of the flock, is quite of another nature, asis 
proved, then the Apoſtles practices werez and were the people wiſe they 
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verting of Scriptures, and through wreſting of them, to other ends then 
wherefore they were given forth; and this is written to anſwer ſome of 
their objeRions, whereby they would defend themſelves; for what though 
Paul took of other Churches to ſupplie his neceſſities, as ſometimes he did, yer this 
wil not prove the lawfulneſ of their hundreds of pounds by the year, moſt 
of which they ſpend in pride and idlenefle ; ſo that ſtill this Judgement is 
true upon them which | have given, all obje&ions being anſwered, and 
all defences being made void 3 and hereof they are guilty as I have charged 
them, and proved it out of the Scripture : They diſagree ts the Miniſters of 
Chriſt, and agrees, with the decetvers, and in ſome particulars exceeds them; for I 
believe all rhe falſe prophets in ' /rgel did not deſtroy any whit near a 
Million anda halfe of money ia a year, confideringall things it muſt come
